Proposal to Strip E. &, 
Lands in Return '"for. 
, Timber 'i 



ERECT TURPENTINE PLANT 



R, H, Fulton, lyiontreal Capital- 
ist, on Coast investigating 
Resources ^ 



A proposal, which if acceptca, will 
enablo tho C. I*. R. to have thousands 
of acres of rich agricultural land on 
Vancouver I.slniid cleared and made 
ready for market at little e.\pon.-5(! and 
at tho samo time result in tho estab- 
iishmont of a ntw and important in- 
dustry on this coast, has been niado 
to the railway authorities by R. H. 
Pulton, a Montreal capitalist. Air. Ful- 
ton Is now on the coast Invcstigatlns 
the timber resources of tho island. 

As l.-i well known the railway au- 
thorities have for over a year been 
attempting to make arrangements for 
the clearing of a large acreage, Eyery 
tender submitted was so high that it 
would have been impossible to have 
tlio work, done at the prices offered, 
and be able to offer the land for sale 
to settlers at reasonable flguros. Since 
the company refused to let clearing 
contracts on tlie basis of the bids aub- 
mlttod, it has been casting about for 
some other method of preparing the 
lands for settlement. 

Turpentine Plant 

Mr. Fulton's plan, so far as can be 
gathered, is to establish on the Island 
a large plant for. the extraction of tur- 
pentine from timbtir standing on the 
C. P. R. lands, and in order to ob- 
tain that timber at as low a codt as 
po.ssible, he offers to do a certain 
amount of clearing. Tho turpentino 
filant would be fed with timber, tho 
co.st of which would be the failing and 
hauling, plus the expense of clearing 
certain portion."; of tracts of land, so 
tli.'it they would be available for set- 
tlement. In this way tho C. P. R. 
would have its lands cleared for no- 
tlilnfr and would only be giving away 
fiuoli of tho .standing timber as would 
be of uio in the manufacture of tur- 
liontine. 

In former land clearing propo-sals 
of tlie C. P. R., it wa.s intended that 
land should be divided into twenty 
acre tracts, flvo to be cleared for tho 
I)lough, five to be brushed and ten to 
bo left in virgin forest for -settler- to 
remove at his leisure. On thid basis 
Mr. Fulton would stump Ave acres, 
bruih Ave and take the timber and on 
the remaining ten uncleared 'acres he 
would have the privilege of removing 
nil the timber suitable for his turpen 
tine plant.

• Cornwall, June 23l — The most dis- 
astrous break in the history of tho 
Cornwall canal occurred this morning 
when a leak in the, bank hfty feet 
ab'jve the Ottawa aiul Now York rail- 
way bridge, and lOOIyards above lock 
IS, rapidly grew Intf a big break and 
carried tho canal b*k for a distance 
of l,=iO feet into thefclver, 25 feet bo- 
low. The rush of ^ifciter through this 
gap undermined th.i centre pier of the 
railway swing bridge, and it collapsed 
into a heap. The bridge dropped on to 
It and was reduced to a tangled mass 
of girders and rails. 

It will probably take several weeks 
to repair the cjinal bank and restore 
navigation. The rebuilding of tho 
swing bridge, one of the largest on 
the continent, will take considerable 
time. It was two hundred feet long, 
and stood atxiut thlrty-flvo' feet above 
tho canal. ,' 

Tho break has caused the tempor- 
ary closing of all the mills,, the street 
railway service and the electric light 
service. Railway traffic between Ot- 
tawa and Tupper Lake, N. T., over 
the Ottawa and New York railway. Is 
also interrupted. 

Tho damage is about $100,000.

Parliament iVIembers Fire on 
Troops and Buildings. Are 
■ Stormed iVt?-' 



Halls of Parliament Are Finally 
Cleared — The Soldiers and 
Populace-Pillage • 



Teheran, Juv.o 23. — After a bloody 
fight which was waged around the 
parliament buildings today, the city 
was comparatively (pilot, aUhough 
Co.^sacks were seen in the streets and 
squares. 

Cos.sacks and soldiers early in tho 
morning sin-rounded tho parliament 
buildings .and demanded that a num- 
ber of persons whose arrest tho Shah 
had ordered be forthwith and 
handed over to them. Parliament re- 
fused to conil)ly with tho demand, and 
shots were llred at the troops, severii! 
soldiers being killed. 

Orders wero at once issued from 
military headquarters, that the parlia- 
ment buildings be bombarded; and the 
bombardment ' corriiriericed • soon after 
10 o'clock. ' While this was .in progress 
bombs were throv?n." fKiia '"tho. parlia- 
ment buildings and the hiosque adjoin- 
ing, disabling one of the guns and 
wounding tho gunner.<^. 

Eventually the halls of parliament 
wore cleared, but not before many 
persons had been killed or wounded. 
Tlie bombardment continued until 3 
o'clock In tho afternoon, when it sud- 
denly ceased. In tho meantliho the 
troops pillaged tho local clubs in that 
neighborhood, and numerous residen- 
ce.-j of influential members of parlia- 
ment, in which work thoy wero aided 
by tho populace. 

Berlin, Juno 23.— News has just been 
received here that -the ; troops . of tho 
Shah of Persia;haYe, Stormed. andJcap- 
tured the parllanioritMiuildihgs In Te- 
heran. The city Is liow being bom- 
barded by artillery. The square In 
front of the parliament buildings Is said 
to bo heaped witli corpses. 

The troops have dragged the reform- 
ers who had taken refugo in parlia- 
ment before the Shah. The Shah seems 
to be entire master of the situation. 

Washington, Juno 23. — Quiet again 
prevails in Teheran this morning, .ac- 
cording to a dlsjiatch received at tho 
United Stales state department late 
this afternoon from r\linlster. Jackson 
at that city. Tin; minister's dispatch 
confirms the report that artillery was 
f.sed In the severe fighting whic.i 
has talten place in Teheran lietween 
the political societies and soldiers of 
the Persian government. A state of 
siege was proclaImed<in the city. It Is 
said that foVeigners are iiot in especial 
danger. 



ALARMING OUTBREAK 
OF SUMATRA NATIVES 



Tilirty European Settlements 
in Danger, and But Few 
Soldiers 



The Hague, June 23. — A rebellion 
has broken out at Padang, on the 
west coast of Sumatra, which has 
reached alarming proportions. 

According to telegrams from Ba- 
tavia, Java, almost the whole native 
population is reported to have risen 
under the leadership of fanatical 
priests. Thirty European settlements 
aro spread over a wide area, and there 
aro only 2400 Dutch soldiers avail.ablc 
to defend them. Three battles have 
been fouglit, resulting in com^idorable 
loss on both sides. Preparations are 
being made to embark all the Dutch 
women and children from tho west 
coast of Sumatra to places of .safety. 

The dissatisfaction arose over the 
tax regulations.

Remark of Chief Justije in Ap- 
peal of Labor Union Against 



"Oh, you can find there ulmost any- 
thing you look for. Thu Ainorlcan 
judgos m-v iiolltlcal judges, and this is 
a liiiul of question which It is very 
poor policy to aiibnilt to that class of 
Judge." 

So remarked Chief .Tustico Hunter 
yesterday when counsel attempted to 
(luoto some United States autljoritles 
In an interesting case yesterday. 

In the case of LftWcnco Graham, 
plaintiff and respondent, vs. H. l^- 
Knott et al. and the Bricklayers and 
Masons* Union, No. 2, Victoria, defend- 
ants and appellants, R. T. Elliott ap- 
peared for the respondent and H. H- 
Robertson for the appellants. It ui)- 
peared that the plaintiff and three 
other men wore employed by August 
Bauthler, stonecutter, in his city, and 
that because Grahani refused to qualify 
for menibeishlp In the union the three 
other men, who are members of the 
local union, compelled Mr. Uaughler 
to dlseh.'irge him, under the threat that 
lliey would quit work if he weri^ any 
louKcr given cniployinent. Graham, 
who had been receiving .?5 a day, sued 
llu: union to recover damageK in the 
month of I''ebruarv of this year, and 
on the 20th of May last Judge Lamp- 
man awarded lilni 5-50 in damages. 
Employed by Day. 

i\lr. nobert.ion argued lliiit as the 
plaintiff was employetl l)y Mr. Bauthler 
on a froni-day-to-ilay arrangement tliii 
(U.-JCliarge at tlie close of the day, v.'Ihmi 
the other cmi)loyees brought nuitters 
to a crl.'^is by standing around wltli 
their coats on wlieii they came to work 
at the usual liour in the morning, and 
delivered the ultimatum mentlon.Hl, 
was perfectly legal as well as perfectly 
proper, and no right either in ecpiity 
or in law to recover existed. 

The facts wore that tlie plaintiff had 
refused and continued to refuse to sub- 
mit to the tost hnposod by the union — 
that ha must be vouched for by two 
workmen as^belng a competent work- 
nuin; and consequently the other men, 
who were members oC the union, de- 
clared that they would no longer work 
with him. Malice agaln.st the plaintiff 
was denied, as their sole desire had 
been to protect the Interests of the 
union. 

Chief Justice Hunter — The strict line 
between what Is lawful' and-' what is 
unlawful In these cases Is very fine, 
and It can be very- easily overstepped. 
Nonunion men have Just as much right 
to work and malso a living as anybody 
else, and one. man cannot say "I will 
not work alongside of you because I 
belong to a union and because you are 
a non-union man or a Catholic or a 
Baptist or anything else. 

Prevented His Working. 

Mr. Elliot: "This nian' was employ- 
ed under an arrangement and after 
his discharge was unable ,to obtain 
employment elsewhere." 

Chief Justice Hunter;^, ."What are 
the damages?" 

Jlr. Elliott: "$250 were awarded." 

Chief. Justice Hunter: "If we find 
that Judge Lanipnian is right In his 
conclusions have you any quarrel with 
the amount In damages -,tl\atvho ; has 
been awarded Mr. Robertson?"" 

Mr. Robertson: "Oh no! but In this 
case, moreover no ulterior motives, 
no malice and no desire to injure iiiiy 
one had. been shown. For the action 
Which had been taken was simply tak- 
en la the general interest 'of the union." 

Juiige Clement: "But was there not 
a threat under cover of InjinMng the 
employer's bu.^liiess If he did not com- 
ply with their demands and is that not 
IX ri.uestlon| of fact '."' 

Mr. Robertson: "Yes of course. But 
liere there was inirely an intimation ot: 
what cuur.se the.se membi/r.s of the 
union would adujit in certain eireuni- 
stanees." 

Cliiel Ji;-.t;ce Hunter "lint was 
llieir net not detrlnienlal to this n-.au's 
rlglit." 

Mr. Roljortson: "I iniglit lawfully 
.say that I will only employ non-union 
men, and besides this is only a small 
business." 

Judge Morrison: "But is this a law- 
ful exeri ise of that right." 

Mr. Robertson: "A man must be dis- 
tinctly ' i)rejudlced In some legal right 
to enable him to recover In law merely 
to do a man harm by Interference "is 
not enough." 

.fudge Morrison: "On the part of 
the defence you say that vou are 
merely trying to exercise a legal right. 
Xow what Is it?" 
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-Mr. Itobertson: 
tlie plaintiff." ' 

Judge Morrison: 
it?" 

Mr. Robertson:

Cliief Justice Hunter: "Would tliey 
have a lawful right to say 'vvc will

Jiid:-:i! Morrison; "Tlie riglit of 
worklngmon to eoinl:ine In order to 
imiirove their cmidition is recognized; 
but a threat to strilte unless wages 
are advanced is different from a tlircat 
to Ktrlke unless a man is dlsciiarged 
\\'lille the object may be the same tlie 
means adojjted are different. In the 
oiia case an advance in wage.i is be- 
ing .souglit ami the otiicr Injury to a 
third iiarty is eontemplaled In depriv- 
ing a man of tile opiiorlimlty to earn 
his living. Sow Is this a irroper ob- 
ject, like seeking for an increase in 
wages for tlie betterment of coiuli- 
tioiis fur an imiirovemont in income." 
Scores American Judgos, 

Mr. Rol)ertson proiiused to quote 
American cases in sujiport of his po- 
sition. 

Chief Justice Hunter; "Oh, you can 
find tlierc ainiost anything you loolc 
for. Tlie American judges are politi- 
cal judges and this is a i;ind of ques- 
tion wliich it Is very jioor jiolicy to 
submit to that class of judge." 

Jlr. Robert.ion quoted an English 
case, where some boiler makers had 
refused to work with certain other 
boilcrmukcrs, all being unkm men, 
wlio al.so did work as millwrights, and 
Lord AS'at.soii, in the House of Lords, 
said: "It 1.1 In my opinion the ab- 
solute right of any worklngman to ox- 
erclsG his own option as to those with 
whom ho will work. It may be a mat- 
ter for regret that mhmbors of ono 
union will not work wdth the momhors 
of another union, so long as they 
do notliinur wrong, that Is iinmatorlal." 

Judge Clement — "And the result was 
the discliurgo of these other men?" 

Mr. Rybert.ion — "Yes." 

.luilgo Morrison— "In this case theao 
men declared that tlioy would not 
work with this man, unices ho h/3- 
como a member of the Bricklayer.^' 
Union. No w, how -can It bo •protended 



that this act of the- appellants was to' 
the benefit' of, the onjployer?" 

Mr. . RobortBon— "But it did benoftt 
their employer." 

Judge Morrison — "In what manner?" 

Mr. Robertson— "Because these other 
men remained at work. They were 
merely following the course which was 
most conducive to their own interests, 
and were in no sense cj-crcising coer- 
cion. For one man can clearly adviao 
another man to stop work or not to 
work with another man, If hg chooses 
to do so." ■ ' 

Chief Justice Hunter — "I may say It 
Is our intention to reserve this case, 
because It concerns a' matter of con- 
siderable Importance/'^ 

Mr. R6bert6on''.retnarked that In the 
Gibbon case, which ' was heard in the 
King's bench in 1003, the jury had 
found that the action taken was not 
intended for tlui furtherance of trades- 
unionism, but was malicious, as this 
man had been jjursued I'rorn place to 
place, and his dismissal again and again 
secured. A money transaction was in- 
vohed, and unions were not formed 
for the collection of debts, but for an 
ontn-ely dllTerent purpose. And a clear 
ir.tcnt to Injure this man liad been es-, 
tablished." 

Mr. Elliott— "A conspiracy is unlaw- 
ful, and what was done in this case 
was an Interference with contractual 
relations'?"' I': " ["J ,i>. 

Judge Clefhent-^''?ut were there 
contractual ii^ltttlohs?" 

Judge Morrison— "But 'what rela- 
tions exist between an employer and 
an employee, that are not contractual 
relation.-!'.'" 

.ludge Clement — ".N'o doubt if a man 
were employed by the week and lie 
had notice at the beginning of the 
week of immediate dismissal from his 
employer. It would be a different 
matter." 

Chief Justice Hunter— "But do the 
cases go so far as to say that an em- 
ployer cannot amend Ills contract'.'" 
The Force of Contract. 

Mr. Elliott — Such an arrangement 
lias the force of a contract, and such 
action as is complalneil of here i.s ari 
iulerfcrence witli contractual relatlims. 

Judge ."Morrison — .\nd you liold that 
this was an interference wltli existing 
contractual relations'.' 

Mr. Elliott — Ves, for his employer 
had a perfect right to employ this man, 
and he was actually • working at tho 
time he 'was discharged. 

Chief Justice Hunter — But have the 
members of a union not' the right to 
Inform an employer that they will not 
work with a man? 

Mr. Elliott— I think not. 

Chief Justic(! Hunter — Of cour.se, 
tliey mention this man's name, but it 
is simply because lie is a non-union 
man tliat tliey object to tiim. Now, do 
you admit that a union has the right 
to Inform an employer that tliey ob- 
ject to work Willi a non-union man? 

ilr. Elliott— But that is not the case 
which we have here. 

Chief Justice Hunt<"r— Tliey say it is 
contrary to the rules of the union to 
work with men who do not b(dong to 
it, and that If lie Is l;ept on the union 
brickla>-ers \sill be called off; surely 
tills is done because he Is a non-union 
man! It Is char on th6 face of the 
matter that he is a non-union man. 

Mr. Elliott— Apparently that is so. 

Chief Justice Hunter— Now have 
they not the right to, do that? 

Judge Clement— Have they the right 
to go that far? ' 

Judge Morrlsori— You say they have 
not. ... 

Mr. Elliott— OTfthat , fids -nothing to 
do with this case. *^'' ' ' , 

Chief Justice 'Hunter— But surely 
that ;is the reason' of 'their objection; 
for what is the ground of their objec- 
tion to this man if it be not because 
lie was a non-union man? 

Mr. Elliott— And that, by necessary 
implication, he does not belong to the 
union, but that is not the gist of the 
ietter wWlch was conveyed to their 
employer. 

Cliief Justice Hunter— Well, I cannot 
make anything else out of it, for there 
is not so much as a shadow of objec- 
tion to tills man as being personally 
obnoxious to them. They merely say, 
"We will not work Willi J'ou because 
you are a non-union man, and to do so 
is eontrar\- to the rules ot tlie union." 

Mr. Ell'lott— Their object was to 
drivu tills man out of ills empioynioiit. 
.Vnd wluU they tlid does not come with- 
in tlio scope of tradesunionism. 1 
wish to talce their letter as a whole. 

Cliief ,Iustice Hunter- 1 desire to 
know how fur you arc prepared to go. 

jMr. Elliott— 1 w.'ill show as a matter 
of law that such action as was taken 
in this case does not come within tiie 
scope of tradesunionism, and that the 
regulation or the relations which exist 
between master and servant, employiu- 
and employee, the procuring of the 
dism^issal ' of an employee simply be- 
cause he is not a member of the union, 
on the part of an employee, is an act 
of malice, which is ]iunlshable under 
the act. 

Chief Hunter — Then you do not ad- 
mit that a union lias such a right? 

Mr. Elliott — No, I do not. 

Chief Just'lci' Hunter — Tlien, take the 
negative! position, and assume tliat the 
men give notice; to iiult; Is tills not in 
their power? Have lliey a right to do 
that ? 

Mr. Elliott— Would not tha*. depend 
on the fact whether tlie men meant to 
(luit? 

Chief Justice Hunter — I understand 
them to re.-illy mean \vhat they say they 
mean. Now, cannot members of a 
union give legal notice that they are 
going to quit, and ;i.-slgn as tliidr rea- 
son for doing so that tliey will not 
work with non-union men? And if 
you do not admit that they have the 
legal right to do this, do you hold that 
union men can be forced by law to 
worit with non-union men? 

Mr, Billot: '"But cannot molest 
a man who is willing to work." 

Chief Justice Hunter: "Assume that 
they simply leave and give that as 
their reason." 

Judge Clement: "Surely the differ- 
ence Is not whether they give or do 
not give a reason. If they simply pick 
up their coats and walk out of the 
shop that is within tlieir riglits, but 
if they tell their employer that if lie 
employs another man they will quit 
their work and make a covert threat, 
have they not crossed liio line?" 

Mr. Elliot: "It they say 'fire .Tohn 
Smith, or wo will quit' is that not g<j- 
Ing too far?" 

Chlof Justice Hunter: "I am not 
now suggesting that but If tliey quit 
legally and give as their reason for do- 
ing so tliat thoy object to work wltli 
some man are they not neting within 
their rl.glit? l''or then! is no rae.-iiis 
that I luiow of for fencing some men 
to work wltli certain other men." 

Mr. Elliot: "But this is not a case 
of that kind'."' 

Chief Justice Hunter: "Why?" 

.^ir. Elliott: "BocnusQ nobody ,caa 
complain of another individual In this 
way." 

Judge Clement; "Had this man bo- 
gun his day's work and did these inon 
then form his immodlate discharge'.'" 

Mr. Elliot: "Ho was worldng anfl 
they forced his employer, who 
was quite willing to continue him in 
his omplojTor and pay him SR a day, to 
discharge him at the end of the day," 

Chic? Justico Hunter: "Ho was 
given ono day's grace- to repent, ■ • 



Mr: Elliot: ; "The . evidenctt is that 
ho was -working when these other men 
came on 'the ground and keeping their 
coats- on asked their employer what 
ho was'goiiig to do about It, althougli 
they ^vel■e willing to let the man fin- 
ish that day's work:" 

Judge Slorrlson: "Did those union 
men come down and prevent thi-s man 
beginning work at all?" 

Chlol' Justice Hunter: "No they did 
not do that, they gave him ono day In 
which to reiicnt." 

Judge Clement: "Was ho not work- 
ins for Sn a day and had his employer 
not the right to pay him off -any day?" 

Mr. Elliott: "Yes." 

Judge Clement: "Was he paid 
daily?" 

Mv. Elliot: "Ho was paid every 
Saturday night." 

Chief Justico Hunter: " That would 
be a weelcly hiring." 

Blr. Robertson: "No, for there was 
no breach of any contract and the 
Judge finds that clearly to be the 
case," 

Mr. Elliot: "Tht^re .Vvas plenty oc 
work -for this man to do and his em- 
ployer -was. perfectly willing to keep 
him at work and. It was only because 
of this direct jnolestatlon that he was 
discharged, ' Their object being to de- 
prive .him. of the work because he was 
not a member of their society." 

Chief Justice Hunter "But the dis- 
tinction, ;\Ir. Elliott is that in this case 
there was no breach of contract but 
simply a terininution of contractual 
relation.s.'-' 

Mr. Elliot: "The trial judge found 
that there had been a direct Inttu- 
ferenco witli contractual relations 
rind ' that by reason of this liUerfer- 
eiu-e this employer was obliged to part 
with thl.s employee." 

Ciiiet Justice Hunter: "Tlie em- 
|)loycr swears that lie would otherwise 
linve continued this man In his em|)h-iy- 
nieiit and therefore tlie trial judge de- 
c-lares that the plaintiff has lost some- 
thing by reason of this Important iii- 
terferenee." 

.Mr. Elllet: "If men can be forced 
nut of em|)lo>-ment in this may non- 
union men would be absolutely pro- 
liildtetl from working," 

('iiief Justice Hunter — Tliere is a 
doubt, however, .'in my miiul ,-is to 
where the line is to be drawn, for I do 
not yet see wliy non-union men can- 
not go to an employer and say, "AVe 
object to work witli sticii or such .-i 
man," and quit work for tliat reason. 
And I must confess that I do not as 
yet quite pi'rceive wliut the answer 
to tliat (luestion is. It Is one thing to 
act in a negative fasli'ion, while It is 
entirely another thing to act aggres- 
.slvely and positlvelj'. 

Mr. pillott — These men In this case 
acted in an aggrressive and poslfivo 
manner, and Interfered with contractu - 
ul relations which existed between 
Bauthler, the employer, and Graham, 
tlie employee. 

.Mr, Robertson — There Is no evidence 
of tliat at all. 

Judge Clement — If two men apply 
for work, with the Idea of beginning 
work if possible" oh the fdllowlng morn- 
ing, and If one of thdse , men says ~to 
the employer: ",It you employ this other 
chap I win network for "you," is that 
un'luc interference? 

Mr. Elliott — That is ^interference with 
contractual relations. 

Cliief Justice Hunter— Both union 
and non-union men have rights, and 
stf'.tid ca'ch of them In exactly the sanio 
po;;ltion in respect to each other. Now, 
HLii)pose that non-union men say to 
tlie^ir employer, in n-gard to union men, 
•'Tne.«ie men make the-mselves ob- 
iio.Nlous to us, and wc are going to 
quit," would ;in action In such circum- 
ataiiccs lie against the non-union men? 

Mr. Elliott — The trouble In this case 
is thaj, these men made coero!lvo use 
of tlieir power. 

Clilef Justice Hunter— But suppose 
the non-union men go to their em- 
ployer and say to him, "Wc arc going 
to quit, for wo cannot get along with 
those union men," would an'aotlon lie? 

Mr. Ell'lott — But suppose that these 
men could not be replaced, and- they 
tied up the whole business? 

Chief Justice Hunter— I really do not 
SCO,- however, why non-union- men 
could not tell their employer that the.\ 
were going to quit and for that reason. 
Reiri.-^mber that they do not use any 
throats, l)Ut leave it open to the em- 
ployer to say what ho Is going to do. 

Mr. Itobertson said lliiit as in tlvis 
case no contract had existed no liabil- 
ity had been incurred, but he was pre- 
pared to admit that when a contract 
existed a broach of that contract took 
place, and liability o.\lsted beyond all 
quest-ion. 

Judge Clement— Unless just cause is 
given for l)reacli of contract. 

Mr. Robert.son — Oh, yes, of course. 

Mesar.s. Robertson and Elliott havin.g 
subm'itted a considerable numljer of 
authorities in support of their respec- 
tive positions, tiie decision was re- 
served. 

The hearing of this case concluded 
the docket and the court rose at 4.30 
o'clock.

Honorariums For Colonist Car- 
riers Who Rang in Alarms 
of Recent Fires 



As a Hl'lght recognition of their ready 
presence of ihlhd and proinptneS^s • In 
giving- the alarm of fire on Friday 
morning last, Klmor V. Finland, 1350 
I'onibrDKc .'^Ircul, and J. M. Sponcer, 
\Z22 Yates .street, the two Colonist 
carriers who by their acts brougbt the 
fire brigade with the 'least delay 
upon the scene, -were presented with 
honorariums ot $10 each by this paper. 

Finland was riding down Courtenay 
street* when the lire broke out in the 
Itlctropolitan building. He went down 
to Govcriiment street, but failed to find 
ani'ono there. Returning to the .scene 
of the lire he left his bag of paper.s, and, 
mounting his bicycle, rodo aulckly up 
to the corner of Fort and Govoriuncnt 
.street, rang in the alarm. Upon hla ro- 
lurn to the scene of the Vuo. foniu feu- 
peripli^ were hcginninK- to collect. 

In the case of liio fire in tin? Jllbljon 
hioclc, Spencer, wliilc proceeding" ni) 
Bastion Htreet, loft a i5ai)er in thr; Cai - 
rick'H Jlcad saloon. The Chinaman 
there culled his attention to tlic Kiiioko 
prociiodlng from tlio luillding. lie at 
once rushed out and rang hi the alarm 
from the nearest box. lie then ran 
.u-oiuid til the front of the building and 
found Police Constable Carlow, who 
had also noticed the fire and Was 
working manfully to (lucnch it. The 
coiLStaljIo called to him .to give the 
iiiarni, but tho advice wasn't necessary. 
Tho lire bell Vvas ah etfay titiglng. 

This reiteration of th6, fa<!tB o£ tho 
case aro rendered neceasafy the £ol- 
Itiwlng fronit tub evening papor .oC Mon- 
day: 

"Thoro aro some people who can 
nnike a joke out ot any occurrence and 
among them is tho Colonist. One of 
its latest .qucce.ssful effort In tliiw di- 
rection was in coiuieetion with tho re- 
cent Hcrlc's nC fires. In describing tho 
iircs In its Saturday's IsKue the .story 
■was flilod lo overflowing with refer- 
<;nee.s to llie Ctilonlsl, two of the ])a- 
Iier's delivery being featured as the 
s.-u-lourH of the; eily- in having discov- 
ered lhi> fires respectively in tho Met- 
ropolitan block and also in tho Jllbben 
block. So good did this form of ad- 
vertising appear to tho Colonist that.lt 
could not resist tlio temptation to fol- 
low It up an<l on Kiniday morning th(?re 
was reproduced the pictures of tlie two 
boys. In tlic perslstenco with which 
the , Colonist has advertised ILsclf in 
thls.'i^inatter lies tho joke, for it wuh 
Constable Oarlow (prcHumably Car- 
low) '"of- the city police force, and not 
Iho Ooldniflt's 'adllveey boS*; who dis- 
covered tho fire In the tllbben bloclc> 
and rerlueatod tlio boy to turn In tho 
iilat'in wlillo lio inaUo nil effort lo pilt 
out the fire. .■ 



COURT OF REVISION 
C0MPLETE3 ITS WORK 

Few Reductions Are Made in 
Assessor's Figures for • 
the New R oil 

The court of revision hold each year 
Cor the purpose of hoaring complaints 
against the valuation put on property 
by tho city as.-?eiisor for taxation pur- 
poses wa.H held yesterday, and after 
sitting all day succeeded in complet- 
ing the business before it. Tho court, 
which conaistfid of Mayor Hall and 
Aldermen Henderson, Pauline, Mc- 
Kcown and Hall sat at the city hall, 
City Solicitor Mann and Wm. W. 
Northcott,. the city assessor, being 
also present. 

The proceedings were devoid of sen- 
sation," for; although there were a num- 
ber Of 'Cothplalnts, some in writing' and 
some sQppoUtcd by the personal appli- 
cation, few strenuous ob.loctlons were 
made, although a number ot minor ro- 
ductiond were allowed. 

The lirst to appear was George Mor- 
phy on behalf of Mrs. Mary Hughes. 
Her house cm Government street, near 
Slmcoo, had been a.-jseHsed at $5,000, 
but her iiusband swore that it liad 
only cost $3,710. Tho a.ssossor ottered 
to take $500 off the valuation, but Mr. 
iMorijhy stood out for $1,000. Eventu- 
ally the matter was allowed to stand 
over till the afternoon to allow of 
the coiUract. fop th6 house being pro- 
duced, and- the matter linally settled 
on the basis suggested. 

Mrs. C, B. Dobba wrote from Oak 
Banlc, Manitoba, complaining that her 
lot on tho corner of North Park and 
Grant .street was too high. The valua- 
tion of $800, howfiver, was allowed to 
stand. 

James Phair objected to being as- 
sessed ?200 for a building which had 
since been removed from Ills lot. The 
u.ssossnient was stricken off. 

Another application which wa.s re- 
fused, was that of 5Irj. Godfrey, 
voiced by her solicitors, Bodwell & 
Lawson, asking that the assessment 
on the White Horse tavern and two 
cabins at the corner of Humboldt and 
Blanohard streets be reduced. The flg- 
liro on the roll Is $3,000. 

George H. Hughes succeeded In get- 
ting $L'50 knocked off tho valuation of 
his liousc on Harrison street. Ho 
swore that it cost him $2,250 and not 
$2,500, as assessed. 

Tho ground of J. 11. Sutherland's 
appeal was that he was assessed for 
more property than he ijossessed. IMr. 
Sutherland, who wrote from Calgary, 
said that a survey ot his property on 
Lillian and "Water streets showed 2G 
3-5 acres, while ho had been assessed 
for 28% acre;. Ills assessment of 
$25,290 was directed to bo proportion- 
ately reduced. 

W. Y. RlcCnrter found out that the 
age ot. a l^ouso makes, a difference to 
tlio asi^eiikmMt., Bis house on Hlllsldu 
aveiiud is a how' one, aiid he objected 
to being assessel "higher than was 
Capt. Balcom for a, house with twice 
the number of robrris, but which -was 
built twenty-llvo years ago. He was 
assessed $1,300 for the land and $3,500 
for the hou.-io. His assessment was or- 
dered to stand, although it camo out 
incidentally that Capt. Baleom has piit 
an addition on his house for which ho 
has not been assessed this year. 
:.. .FoPia -House. Not Built 

J. tielRh & Son object to.^belns as- 
sessed for three houses on the Gar- 
bally road, claiming that they only 
owned two. It traiispltod that while 
they had taken out permits for three 
houPOB, only two had been built. Their 
assessment "was reduced Sl.TiOO, the 
cost of tho house that was not built. 

Ilobert .Sinclair got the assessment 
of his Iiouse on Ontario street reduced 
from 51,100 to $1,150, while Koy Ij. 
Doble got the assessment of $1,200 
against his. jjlace on Simcoe street 
struck off, as the building Is not com- 
pleted. 

In response to n rcriuost from the 
water coinnii.ssloners, the assessment 
standing against the late owners of 
the site purchased for Smith's reser- 
voir was charged to tho city. ■ , 

Capt. Thomas Brown got ?400 
knocked oft his assessment of $2,400 
standing against his house on Gather 
ino street, Victoria Weijt. 

Mr. Levy's Appeal. 

II. E. Levy had an appeal In con- 
cerning tlic assessment of three lots, 
one of which is on Pembroke street, 
valued at $1,200, another on the cor 
nor of Oswego and Superior iassesaed 
at $1,000, and a third at the corner 
of Oswego and Michigan assessed at 
$1,100. The assessor pointed out that 
the appeal had . hot been received in 
time to enable the . court to consider 
the matter, as all appeal^i have to bo 
sent in ten days before tho sitting of 
tho court. The cotirt however decid 
ed to hear Mt. Levy and to decido tho 
question of whether or not they could 
deal with the matter later in the day. 
Mr. Levy said that the Pembroke 
street lot was not worth more than 
$800 v,-hllc the other two hud cost a 
lot of money to drain, and tho assess- 
ment proposed would be penalizing 
him for making tho Improvement. In 
tho afternoon the court decided that it 
could not deal with the appeal as it 
had been filed too late. 

Mr. Mantoii ot JIanton it Wright 
made a vigorous por.si)n,-Ll iipiical for 
the reduction of the assessin(.'nt of tho 
prnnerty of the firm, consl.sting of 22 
hits' on Ruby, I'carl, iMyrtle, Amethyst 
.streets and Lansdowno road. The lots 
have an area of ■! 2-3 acres which 
work.s out at aljout $900 per acre. The 
ground Is u.sod for nursery garden pur- 
poses and tho burden of Ills coin- 
plulnt was that adjacent land used for 
the same purposes was assessed at 
$C0O to $700 jier aero only, and he 
thought tli.at the assos.sment should bo 
the same. It was pointed out to lilm 
that liH properly \s'n.s subdivided, 
while the other grouiid\ referred to 
was acreage property. Mr. JIanton, 
liowever, could not sec that that made 
any difference. Finally a reduction of 
$20 a lot or $M0 'on the whole tract 
was allowed lilin. 

Ml.ss E. (.;, Moore proloslod against 
tlio assessiiipnt of a house and lot on 
the corner of Government street and 
Battery being raised from $2,300 to 
$3, COO. f'MlsH Moore, however admitted, 
that sho liad jjald $'1,200 for tho pt-oii- 
erty ■so the court thought that tlie 
valuation was not excessive. 

'1\ Hodgon appealed on beliaif of .T. 
W. Phlllip.s against an assessment of 
$750 on a collage on North Poad. 
This was another case of an appeal 
entered after tho time set, and In' tho 
afternoon tlio court decided it couid 
not hoar it. 

W. J. Dovvlor, acting on behalf ot 
Mi-3. J. W.- Williams secured a reduc- 
tion of $800 on'- three cottages situated 
at the eorfier'ot Flsguard and Doug- 
las streets.

;' la his speech at Toronto Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy laid great stress upon 
tho deaira1)ility of developing Cana- 
dian tran.sportation along Kiist and 
AVoiit lines. It .seems to be under- 
stood in some well-informed quar- 
ter;: that this ia a veiled protest 
agaiiiHt cncouragomont being o::- 
tcniloil to tlio oonslniclion of any 
ini^ro linos that will bo fooders to tho 
Gi'oat Northern. Mr. James J. Hill 
lia-i lor •■some years represented his 
policy to bo tlio coii.struction of a rail- 
v.'iiy from AVinnliios to tin? Paoil'ie 
Coast, connecting witli Victoria by 
car-ferry, but as yet nothing has been 
done' In tho way of construction oast 
of the Rocidos. and those parts of his 
lino wlilch are m 33rit!;-,li (.'olimihia 
arc necessarily .simply feeder.s of ills 
inain line In. tho United States. These 
lacts'- lead 'thp' Mpntroal Gazette to 
say: 

But not a mile of this onst-and-wwt 
road has; yet been built, • If It over is 
■built It will probably turn out to bo 
■no rnorc than a scries of Canadian 
'Units between tlio ' branches thrown 
put from the trunk of his Great 
.I>Jorth(;rii system to rako traffic into 
tlio latter from tlila side of the 
Ijordcr. Those branches tapping the 
Canadian coast trade, C.-inadian coal 
■fields, Canadian Hilvor-Ioad (lopo.Hlts,

coiinectlon;^. It is those iiorth-and- 
a(iut;a Iilu^s that must remain tlio 
ytrntejdi'. one.'! of liis Canadian mile- 
age, "i'licy oprlng from most pro- 



ductive United States sources, as well 
as draw from moat productive Can- 
adian sources, and are well designed 
to do large business both ways. Wo 
must remember ,'that Mv. Hill is an 
ardent advocate of commcrcTal reel 
procity. With him tills Is purely i 
railway policy. If tho Canadian, mar 
ket VAvereNj, unprotocjed .i,..the earning 
Tpower'vof^his' lriternatiphal:i.ilnes iwoulil 
be Immensbly ' increalsed," ' for they 
would have tho iiauUng of tho great- 
er part of the manufactured goods 
purchased by the people of the West 
orn provinces, as they would have 
their share of tho hauling out of our 
Western farm product.s. North-and- 
south-runniiig roads extended Into this 
country from a ba;-o In the United 
States can never be the constructive 
linos this country wants. Canada 
must bo served bv som^tlilng hotter 
than tho branch linesf^bast- out, rib- 
like, from tlio spino of 'United States 
trunk -.lines. , It was cast-and-west 
through lines that built up tho United 
States into a country of tremendous 
wealth production, and it is like Can- 
adian linos that mii.<-.t be tho medium 
of conimoree between our Kastern and 
our AVestorn iiroviaoos, .and bo the 
arteries tlirougli wbicli our trade with 
trans-Atlantic and trans-PaciflC coun- 
tries passes 111 and out. 

These views are . certainly very In- 
teresting arid 'we think important. The 
Colonist is greatly predisposed in 
favor of CIS many routes of transpor 
tatlon as possible, but it has never 
been willing to support those that are 
designed to withdraw business from 
Canadian cities. Tho wealth of Can- 
ada ought if po.'-.slble to be handled In 
Canada. Tho cities to the south are 
larger 'than ours and more wealthy. 
There will necessarily always ho 
more or loss of a .species of commer- 
cial gravitation exerted by a nation 
of eighty millions upon one of los.^ 
tlian one-tenth that population. We 
ought not to adopt a policy of non- 
intercourse, or anything resembling 
it; but it sccm.^ to bo oloarly the duty 
of the Canadian people to strengthen 
the hands of those who are carrying 
tlio prodirce of Canada by east and 
west routes, or at least not to offer 
any assistance to tlioso wlio would 
divert It towards the south. Sir 
Thomas Shauglincssy's view.-? have 
doubtless been influenced to some dc- 
gi-oo by the interests of the r.T'.Iwny 
over which he presides, but they are 
none tho less of importance to the 
wiioie country. 



THE CANADIAN NAVY 

The Toronto branch of the Navy 
League has decided to offer a prine 
of $400 for the best essay on the sub- 
ject: "Shall Canada have a Navy of 
Her Own." The competition will 
shortly bo advertLsed. Tho intention 
of tho League is to print the prize 
essay and circulate It widely through- 
out the Dominion. AVe are not advised 
as tp-.whether the writers are to have 
a freehand in answering the nuostlon, 
and would suppose that one of the dif- 
ficulties to bo encountered by those 
who have tho awarding of tho prize 
•will be to overcome any preference 
they may have as to how ;the 
fiuostion ought to be answered. If tho 
Ijost os..!ay should not take .a view of 
the auljject with wliich the Judges 
happened to agree, Its chances for suc- 
cess would" be 'greatly handicapped. 
But be this as it may, tho work 
of preparing such an essay i.s not very 
great, and those who take an interest 
in the question will donbtleps be will- 
ing to take their chances" of a favora- 
ble decision. Tho League lias taken a 
Ktep whioii can hardly fail to arouse 
interest in an Important subject, to 
which the people of Canada have as 
yeb given very llttlo serloua consid- 
eration. 



THE HODGINS CHARGES 

Accordin.g to tlio Toronto News, 
tile conclusion of the investigation into 
the charges preferred by Major Hod- 
gins against the Transcontinental 
Railway Commisslonor.s had some dra- 
matic elements. The Xew.s correspon- 
dent is one of the most brilliant press- 
men at Ottawa. He describes Major 
Hodgins' position as one of "utter and 
pitiable collapse," and tells how it 
came about. Major Hodgins had 
been subjected to a long and incon- 
sequential cross-examination by Mr. 
Charles Murphy, the counsel for the 
Commissioners, who was clearly niarlc- 
iiig time. It was a case of night or 
Blucher. Mr. Murphy was waiting 
until Mr. Lumaden, repre.3entlng the 
Commissioners, and Mr. Wood, one of 
tlie Grand Trunk PaclHc engineers, 
liad completed a joint personal inspec- 
tion of the wori{ in respect to wliicli 
the charges had been made. In reply 
to a (iiiostion from' Mr. Murpliy, Major 
llodglus said tli.at tho chief oiigirioor's 
rooonimoiuiation nr. to cia.ssilication 
nilglit III' open to two intorprolalions, 
whcrouiion Mr. 1.';. .M. Mai-doiiald, 
cliairman of the conimittei;, intervened 
and after a series of Incisive questions, 
drove Major Hodgins into tho Btato- 
nient that the only issue I.s the correct 
interpretation of tht; classirieation and 
I am not the one to decide that." 

Having received this . answer Mr. 
Macdonald preascd the Major to say if 
ho had any Imputations to make in 
regard to any improper interference liy 
tiio commissioners witli the engineers, 
and received a negative re^ply. Ho also 
secured a withdrawal of the expression 
that Jlr. Parent had hypnotized Sir 
AVIifrid I.aurlor, and linaiiy ;in ad- 
mis.sion tliat tlie wliolo matter is an 
cnglneorlns dispute '. and that "tiio 
board of arbltrafors 'ifor the purpose 
is tho only right and proper tribunal 
to determine tho question at issue." 
Tills result was readied after what 
the News corrodpondcnt calls "as 
clever a piece of loading, as mcelc a 
piociy of following by a badgered and 
rtlspirili'd witness as coiild bo desired." 
l^ator Mr. Frank Hodgins said that ho 
(lisagroiHl with hl.H client'.s position, 
and asked to be relieved of his' re- 
tainer. I 

This Is not very pleasant reading. 
Tlio t^nlonlst has no reason to go to 
the (lofonee of Major Hodgln-s, but it 
i.-3 evident that he was driven by tlie 



subtlety -of 'a clever ' lawyef<'to ' make 
admissions, which in his calmer mo- 
ments ho would not have made. Tne 
friends of the government can hardly 
'congratulate themselves upon a result 
thus obtainerj. We do not know that 
any very serious objection can bo 
taken to tho action ■ of the ' coun- 
sel for tho Comiiilssioners, who 
was in . duty bound to tako 
such a course as would protect 
his clients; but for tho cliairman of 
the committee, who is said to be one 
of the most astute laywcrs in parlia- 
ment, to pounce upon .. a witness and 
drive him into li' state of mental con- 
'fuslon was, wo submit, not justlliabio. 
Tho outcome of tho "investigation" 
may bo a triumph for tho Commis- 
■/^lonera, but it is a sorry one.

If you should meet a Saskatoon 
man in Timbuctoo you would not long 
remain in doubt a?) to ills habitat, tor 
lio would hasten to assure you that of 
,all' the. mapy cxceUent . places in Can- 
'i^(3a, Sask'atoon Is Just a' little the most 
excellent. When the Klrkella exten- 
sion of the Canadian Pacific was com- 
pleted, tho Board of Trade of Saska- 
toon determined that the people of 
Winnipeg, which Is the nearest big 
town, should know what It meant to 
tiieir locality, and so they got up a 
Winnipeg business men's cxcui-sion and 
brouglit up a lot of people as their 
guests to show them. Enthusiasm and 
optlmjsrfi llke-this are contagious. 

We venture 'to suggest that a select 
committee of citizens of Victoria 
should be appointed and sent to Sas- 
katoon to see it the spirit of that lit- 
tle town is procurable in the form of 
a microbe or a lymph, or an infus- 
ion that can bo injected into otiicr 
people. Tiio way we do licre is quite 
different from the way they do In Sas- 
katoon. Here when a man has the 
hardihood to propose anything that 
ho thinks is of public importance, self- 
constituted committees of one go 
rouiiil tlic town telling people that ho 
Is trying to work some kind of a gr.aft. 
"We'll have to stop So-and-So" ■said 
one of these .committees, once, "or the 
first thing wo know he will be doing 
somctliing." It is bad form in A'lc- 
torla to bo optimistic, and the fellow, 
that is rash enough to betray tliat ho 
is enthusiastic. Is only just a little 
less dangerous than a- Nihilist. This 
town ought to be going ahead by leaps 
and hounds. It is not standing still, 
l)ut it.s present growth is stagnation 
compared with what it might experi- 
ence, if we could only become inocu- 
lated with Oje inl<;ix>be. that;ls keeping 
Saskatoon wlde-dwalce. " Slan'y of our 
people an5 ashamed to show faiib 
in their city, and some of them came 
hero with mighty little and liave 
grown rich out of the town and Its 
business. One reason .for the pessimis- 
tic spirit is that many people do not 
get out of tl)(! groove Jn which tliey 
Iiavo been moving for years. Hero Is 

true story. A well-known Victorian 
of large means not many months ago 
complained to the Coloniai, that the 
town was not growing. "If I could see 
some buildings going up, I would have 
more confidence in tho city." Now, it 
liappened that the . Colonist Itnow 
something of his habits and said to 
him that there was certainly very lit- 
tle lioing done in tlie way of improve- 
ment along his diurnal line of march, 
so it suggostod that lie should take a 
drive ;iround town. A moiilh or two 
afterwards he came back and .said to 
tho Colonist: , "I don't believe you 
know lialf what is going on In this 
town. I wont for a drive yesterday, 
and tlic town is growing sir, grow- 
ing." His case is not exceptional. An- 
otlior gentleman, when mention was 
made to him of the number of build- 
ings In course of erection In a cer- 
tain part of the city, answered: "But 
just tiiinic how long that land ro- 
mainod vacant." Ho could not see 
anytliing satisfactory in the growth, 
because he could not forget that un- 
til some one built on the land it was 
vacant. By tho bye, when this town 
cover.'; hall' the Saanicli jioniasula, 
Kiimo one will arise in liis wL-idimi (o 
say that the growth shows iLithing, 
for he remembers tlio time wlioii tlii> 
whole country was nothing but farms.

Mr. ,T. E. Gore, F.R.A.S., recently 
counted the stars sliown on certain 
stellar photographs, and, assuming the 
area dealt with to be representative of 
the wliole sky, he estimates that over 
C-1,000,000 stars nre visible in big teles- 
copes, and that tho camera could re- 
cord at least 100,000,000. Now Sir. J. 
I'Tanklln-Adanis, b'.R.A.S., is about to 
undertalce the gigantic task of actually 
counting all the stars depicted on a 
series of plates covering the entire 
heavens. Tho iilates, numbering several 
hundreds, are 15 inches square, and 
eacli contains from 20,000 to 200,000 
diars. The stars will be counted in 
narrow strips, vlie plates being moved 
over B, carefully-graduated grating in 
the field of a microscope. 

When Claude Rouge dc Lisle, an un 
known oflicer, quartered with his regl 
mcnt at Strasburg, in tho early days of 
llie French Revolution, hearing th 
Mayor of that city express a desire 
for a patriotic song, sat down and com- 
posed the words and music oi the

Rhin," he scarcely foresaw a twen- 
tieth century President of a French 
Rojniblic being welcomed to England 
by it.s King to the martial sfalns of 
his song of the RovoUulon. First heard 
In the house of the Mayor of .Stras- 
burg on April 25, 1792, it had reached 
Marseilles by June, where it M-as sung 
amidst great, enthusiasm at a civic 
gathering. A volunteer battalllon just 
icavingf for Paris . adoptedj' it ^ fqr a 
marching song under"'th<rtI«o ''Chalit 
des Marselllais," and on August 10 It 
was tlie rallying song during the attack 
on the Tulllerles. From that day It be- 
came the '■National AiilheW of tho 
French, . and Its cbniposor ' lived to be 
pensioned by Louis Philippe in 1830. 

■\V. G. Grace, the famous cricketer, 
has been photographed as often as a 
popular actor, and in England at least 
has found his autograph .ilniost In a 
demand equal to that of a premier or a 
great . author. But an entirely new 
light was thrown on all such details 
tho other day, which may help settle 
the moot question oE the relative value 
of sport and study. Grace was ap- 
proached by a wee maiden with note- 
book and pencil. Ills autograph? Of 
course! And it was written with a 
cheery smile and good natured manner. 
Two days later, much to his surprise, 
the self -same girl sidled up. to Grace, 
and shyly reached towards' Jilxh tho 
necessary Implements for another sig- 
nature.. "I3iit. didn't I give .'it-.to you 
only a couple of days ago?" laughingly 
asked the veteran. "Oh," came tho 
answer, "I changed that one for two 
bishops." 

James AVhitcomb Riley and Bliss 
Carman, though comrades of long 
standing in art, did not meet till com- 
paratively recently. It was in "\Va.shlng- 
ton, and the Canadian poet, whose 
head is fully six feet four inches above 
ground, was w.alking down Pcnnsly- 
vania Avenue with a friend. Observ- 
ing Riley approaching and knowing 
that the two poets had never met, the 
Washlnglonlan took occasion to intro- 
duce tlieni. StruBKling witli suppressed 
emotion, the laurotti' oi; childhood 
dropped his eyes to the pavement, 
gradually permitting his glanci,' to tra- 
vel upward, as though analyzing a new 
species of skvrscraper, and with an ex- 
■preslon of*lnl/nitable drollery, ejaculat- 
ed,- "Well, by Jlmmlnyi Yeour parents 
mlssf hev' trained yoou on a trellis." 

Colonel IngersoU was to speak in a 
AVestern town. As an antidote the good 
people announcod for the following 
night: "An Answer to Ingersolll" Cir- 
culars were even scattered about the 
hall the niglit before, and one was 
handed to Jngersoll by mistake as ho 
made his way toward the platform. He 
was fairly into his subject, when a 
mule attached to ono of the vohicles 
about the entrance opened up an op- 
position, after the manner of mules. 
IngersoU paused, listened intently till 
the music ceased for an instant, then, 
shaking a menacing hiiger in tho di- 
rection whence tlie sound had come, lie 
cried: "Hold on there!

You 
are advertised for tomorrow night!" 



' BRITISH OPINION

Gcji. Bullcr shows the great regard In 
which he w;is held in the West coun- 
try.

Buller 
went with the boat, and he and hia 
companions found the store In charge 
of a woman, who, however, refused 
to render tlieni any assistance.

London Tlmos.— Mr. Gladstono's Pre- 
vention of Crimes Bill marks a great 
advance l;n the treatment of a matter 
which has so far been generally dealt 
with fitfully and irieffectivoly. We wel- 
conro the measure all the more that it is 
based upon principles which have long 
been advocated in.the. Times and which 
now begin to 'be accejpta'd'even by ■those 
who Once strongly resisted them. Len- 
iency to one class of offenders; reliic- 
tanco to use. the criminal la\V against 
tho young or the casual delinquent; 
rocognttlon of the evils Inciclcnt to 
imprisonment in any form are the 
characteristics of several recent stat- 
utes, notably tho Probation Act and of 
tho Children Bill Introduced at a very 
early stage of the Session. To trust 
mainly to prevention, and very little 
to tho eflicacy of punishment, Is tho 
belief of almost every one who Is 
familiar wltli the origin and growth of 
crime.. The prison can hero do so lit- 
tle, humanizing Induences can do so 
much. Better housing; habits of self- 
restraint acquired by sound moral edu- 
cation; friendly aid and counsel to first 
offenders or to those who quit prison, 
,wlll dry up'.sotnd of the chief sources 
.of crime. There is another elass of of- 
fenders for whom an entirely different 
sort of treatment is needed — those to 
whom pr.Ison has no terrors; who servo 
out one term of imprisonment only to 
qualify themselves for another; Who 
could work, but who will not; whose 
business Is to make war on society. For 
them, as the Homo Secretary said, the 
present methods of pnulshment aro a 
farce. "Speaking generally, men be- 
longing to that class In prison were 
excellently behaved; they wore ortho- 
dox at chapel, and In many cases wore 
regular attendants at Communion." 
They like "lantern services." Tlioy are 
clever at making mail bags, coal sacks 
and hammocks. They know the rules and 
rarely gel' Into trouble. Some of them 
are ingenious In detecting grievances 
and In plausibly supporting them. They 
are not lacl«Jlng In intelligence. Only 
they are practically ln«alalmahle. ■ 

For this class the prevalent treat- 
ment has been stupidly ineffectual. The 
profcsional burglar "does iiif time" 
getting all possible marks for go. be- 
haviour; and quits prison to carry out 
his plans of depredation which he 
probably arranged <vlth his friends 
while he wa.s serving his timo. Th 
Homo Secretary mentioned particularly 
burglars. They are not tho only class 
of persons who are iieriniuiently dan 
gorous to ' society. There are, for In 
stance, stalwart rufiians who cannot 
restrain' themselves from acts of vio 
lehco, especially against the weak, and 
who are a terror to man, wonian and 
child in the villages or streets In which 
they live. The late Sir Matthew Da- 
venport Hill and Mr. Frederick Hill 
long ago urged tlie necessity of separ 
atlng this class of offenders, a- pest ^nd 
danger to society, from others, and SUb 
jecllng them to special treatment. 
These reformers did not got many con- 
verts In this cquntry;-' But In tho Uni- 
ted-States, and particularly at Elmlra, 
in the State 6t. New York, their pr)n 
clplos were carried out, and, on the 
whole, with a very, considerable meas 
ure of success. It Is now the belief of 
almost every one connected with tho 
adnilnlstratlon of criminal law that 
there is a class of criminals who 
ought to be released only when thoy 
may be so with safety. That" Is -the 
principal of Mr. Gladstone's Bill, which 
makes a groat step forward In the ra- 
tional treatment of crime. Henceforth 
at tho trial of ccrt.ain criminals the 
question will bo, not merely -ivhethcr 
the prisoner is guilty of the particular 
offence with which ho is charged, hut 
whether he is an habitual ofCoader. 
Let it be proved that ho has been con 
victed of at least threo previous crimes 
and that he Is leading an habitually 
dishonest life, and he will be placed in 
a distinct category. After his terjn of 
Imprisonment, properly so called, is 
over, he will bo detained in what may 
bo called either a prison, an asylum, or 
a reformatory. Ho will bo well treated. 
Ho will have every opportunity of 
mending his ways. Ho will be released 
quickly if that course Is safe. His de- 
tention will be vcr.v much In liln own 
hands. It will never be for life; but it 
may be very long If he does not re- 
form — too long for him to leave liis like 
behind. 

It Is useless to try to slur over .some 
dillleulties In carrying out these prin- 
ciples, sound as they aro. Wo do not 
supi)ose that the House of Commons 
would leave the liberty of any oni', 
however bad might bo liis past, to the 
discretion of a committoo of prison of- 
llclals. Such a committee would do their 
best, -^ve may be sure, to bo fair; but 
In these days all sorts of sensational 
stories would bo put In circulation, 
and there would bo many demands for 
inquiries, in the end subversive of dis- 
cipline, if there were no Independent 
outside body exercising control over tho 
Inmates of this reformatory. It Is not 
easy to suggest an organization entire- 
ly satisfactory. Mr. Gladstone proposes 
that there should be not merely tho 
board of visitors, hut a special eomrnii- 
teo meeting at least twice a year and 
reporting ;is many times to tlm Secre- 
tary of Stato on each case. This is tho 
critical part of Ills scheme, nnd we are 
not surprised that tlio Home Secretary 
in open to receive suggestions on thi.s 
point.' In our anxiety to see a system 
work with little friction and om- desiro 
not to give the color Of plausibility to 
tales of unfair detention, we would 
gladly se(! tills siioclal committee en- 
larged, its powers niuch greater, and 
Its meetings more frequent than Is 
proposed by the Bill. Excellent results 
may in the long run bo expected from 
the Bor.stall system and the modified 
form of It ■which was Introduced Into 
lOnglish prisons on-'Juno 1, 190G. They 
will gradually. ^essQii; . the number of 
"reckless, ,wayvyard*'ia^d unoontrollablo 
lads who, unlcis means are taken to 
pull them up sharply at a ta-Itlcal mo- 
ment m thcir,llvres, when tho Stato lias 
taken them' into "Its "custody, mtist in- 
evitably continue to swell the ever rol- 
ling wave of habitual, helpless and In- 
curable crime." Thero remains unpro- 
vided for .1 very largo class, that of tho 
feeble-minded persons — according to 
tho computation of ono export, no less 
than 3 per cent, of the total cases re- 
ceived Into prison; according to others, 
a much larger percentage — who, left to 
themselves, must be either there or In 
the -workhouse. Thoy, too, must bo 
dealt with intelligently. For thorn 
there Is needed, not a prison, but somo 
sort of hospital. Meantime, a great .ad- 
vance has been made towards a rational 
prison system. Jlr. Glaaatone's Bill Is 
an Invasion of good sense and foro- 
tliougut into a region in which routine 
and short-sighted policy have long 
reigned: supreme,

Mr. S. vS, Taylor, K. C, cxpluined 
that Smith was the lessee of the 
Payne mine near Sandon In the Slo- 
oan district and was under an ar- 
rangement with Forrest to work Nos.

Forrest had originally desired to se- 
cure a sub lease, but Forrest stated 
that this was forbidden under the con- 
dltlons ot his' lease and' the. contract 
in question was drawn up^by Smhh 
hlmsSlf-'' cin" Nov, 'l&t," ISOfii While in 
addition Oiere was to be ah account- 
ing for other oires^'shlppedi" The -bal- 
ance of 78 per cent beldnged' to Forrest; 
who assumed the payment of all the 
working expenses. The judge In the 
lower court had on all material is- 
sues found against Smith, but liud 
considered that the position of Traves, 
Smith's uncle from whom I had bor- 
rowed certain moneys from time to 
time for tho payment of wages and 
other expenses and to whom he had 
given a morlgngo could not be suc- 
cessfully attacked, althougli it was as- 
.serted on the plaintiff's behalf tbut the 
uncle was throughout absolutely fa- 
miliar with every feature of Smith's 
operations. On the 11th of Janiuiry, 
1907, Smith, without Forrest's knowl- 
edge and when owing to the great 
depth of the snow It was complciely 
impossible for the latter to come down 
from the mine gave n mortgage to 
Traves upon a one- third Interest In 
these ores and i)artlcularly affcctin 
twenty-two tons of clean and sacked 
silver ore, which was at that time ti 
have been broken down In the work 
ings of the mine and the intimacy of 
these parties was silown by the fact 
tliat tho solicitor of 'Traves vvas tho 
counsel of .Smith. 

They contended that while Smltli 
might be said -to be practically the 
owner ot all this ore he was not in 
reality tho owner, o£ It. 

Chief Justice JIunter: "Who Is the 
owner of, tho other two Tthlrds?" 

Mr. Taylor: - "Forest undoubtedly, 
and this is not contested In the Judg- 
ment." 

Judge Cleinent: '"What Is your ac- 
tion" agajnst Traves??; 

Mr. Taylor: "That his'"' mortgage 
does not affect our actual Interest In 
the ore of which he had full knowl- 
edge." 

Chief Justice Hunter: "The trial 
judge has not pas.sed on that point?' 
Mr. Taylor: "Not at all." 
Judge Clement: "Did Smith get the 
ore?" ^ - ... - 

Mr. Taylor: "The ore' Has- never 
left our possession." . 

Mr. Bodwell: "What Is your claim 
against Traves?" 

Mr. Taylor: "(1) That he has no 
mortgage against any of that ore and 
(2) That If he has a mortgage It can- 
not affect anything beyond tlio twen- 
ty-two per cent interest mentioned." 

Judge Clement: "You contend that 
this Is a partnership Interest?" 

Mr. Taylor: "Yes, for it is that In 
effect and a man who owns a ehattel 
cannot confer any better title than ho 
ho himself po.ssosses." 

Chief Justice Hunter to Mr. Bod- 
,well: "The question Is whether equity 
is not broad enough to include such a 
case as this. 

Jlr. Taylor said that judgment had 
been given against the thirty-two or 
thirty-three tons of clean silver ore,, 
whlgh had-been broken down, although 
the .mortgage only mentioned twenty- 
two tops, . 

Mr. Bodwell: " The trial judge hold 
that gmlth was the owner and could 
do as he liked with this ore; and that 
Forrest's claim was for recovery of jils 
share In the proceeds by an action at 
law." 

Chief Justice Hunter: "But what 
bothers me Is the' fact that Forest 
runs the risk of bearing the losses un- 
der his arrangement with' Smith for 
the real test of a contract' or of a 
partnership lies In the sharing of tlic 
losses and not In the sharing of the 
profits." 

Mr. Bodwell contended that Tr.aves 
undor Jiis mortgage was entitled to all 
the proceeds ns Forrest undor his ar- 
rangement with Smith became pos- 
.s(?ssed of no property interest In tho 
ore which ho mined. 
Decision was reserved.

That half tin? babies who die 
cacli yca.r in Canad.a should bo the 
victims of the criminal negligonce or 
the greed of tlioso who sell milk Is 
surely a matter that should call for 
tlie attention not only of the authori- 
ties but of every monier ;ii the land. 
The adulteration of milk can bo easily 

I prevented. -It Is a harder matter to 
Hocuro perfect cleanllnesa and freedom 
froni disease. Though in these days 
IIku'c Is some doubt as to whether 
tuberculosis can be communicated to 
human tieing.s through the milk of In- 
foet<-'d cows, sueii milk nuist lie un- 
fit for use. It has been jirovcd that 
the milk supply of any city can be 
kept pure. All that is needed Is 
cleanliness. If stables and dairies aro 
(dean, If the wiitcr whieli the cows 
drlnlc and In widcl: utensils aro washed 
Is pure and the herd of cows he.altli.v 
the milk will be fit for tho u.sc of In- 
fants as well as adults. - Thcs'o condi- 
tions aro not' dlfflciUt oC lulfllmont. 

II Is true ' that even clean'' tnilk may 
bo poor In nourishing qiiallllcs buf It 
Is an easy matter to tost It so as to 
find out Whether or not water lia.? 
been added or cream taken fronj It. 
Inspection and test.s Impl.v, of course, 
competent and conscientious Inspec- 
tors. But tho expense of llifilr sal-; 
aries would weigh littlo-'agalnst' i the 
terrible waste 6t life cniised-byan Im-' 
pure nillk supply. 

In Victoria we have bcnn comiiara- 
tlvely fortunate in tho quality of our 
mlllt supply. But a.s tlie city grows 
larger there will bo more temptation 
to vendors to uso preservatives to 
Iceep the milk fresh , or to add water 
to prevent the- supply 3 from running 
short. t rThe .condition -v .of .. affairs 
against ' which so many ot tlio citlo.s 
of eastern Canada and Vancotiver are 
protesting should novcr bo allowed to 
arise liore. It Is much. easier to pre- 
vent an evil than to remedy It.' I 

Many of the evll.^ due to, the ini- 
piirlty of milk are .-^ald to bi!';counter- 
acfed by pastourir.atlon but most 
ph.vslclanf! believe that pure milk is 
moro wholesome than tliat which hn.^ 
been treated in any way which will 
alter Us natural qualities. Another 
great advantage that pare, fresh milk 
possesses Is Its comparntlvo che.an- 
ne.ss. Every housekeeper In the city 
should ?ee to It that the milk she gives 
her little ones Is pure nnd good in 
quality. Officials will become careless 
if consumers are Indifferent. >

The announcemenfthat the authori- 
ties are about to chforce 'vaccination 
will be welcome, even to 'those parents 
who have neglected to take this pre- 
caution against smallpox. It Is now 
more than sixteen years since the out- 
break of this disease In this city made 
vaccination throughout the province 
general. \\'ltli tho carelessness which 
securltj' brings, parents have neglected 
Lo vaccinate thcdr children anil tliere 
ire thoustxnda of pupils in tho schools 
of the province tliat have never been 
vaccinated, wlillo the time is long 
passed wlien revacclnatlon is necessary 
for people of all ages. T)ie time Is 
most oi)portunc and it Is to be lioped 
that before the holidays are over every 
child shall liave received the protection 
that vaccination affords. Aiiyoni; who 
lias once seen smallpox break out in a 
town ill which tlie majority of the resi- 
dents v,'':^.'^<.' uiivaccinatcd will not want 
to repeat tile experience. Safety from 
infection is purchased very cheaply tit 
tin: cost of a few days discomfort. 
J'^very mother should take advantage 
of tho holidays to have, not only the 
school children, but all other mcmbrrs 
of her family vaccinated. There, may 
be no immediate danger, though there 
are reports of cases in tlio adjoining 
states, but it Is always wise to be on 
the safo side.

Otherwise it will bo 
a dead letter, Tlicro are tliousands of 
homes throughout tlio country wliere 
ciilldron do not learn to Hiiioke. Boys 
in tlieso homos noud no hnv iieyoiid tho 
ndvico .and command o.l tholr parents. 
But It Is different attor lada go tu work, 
Barontal authority Is then, as a rule, 
relaxed, and tho boy Is allowed to uao 
Ills own Judijment, It la then, as a 
rule, that temptations ns.satl him.

Almost every ono in theso days 
bellevcH that a far smaller proportion 
of flesh foods than used to bd'thought 
nocessarv Is needed by adults and that 
fruit and vegetables should form tho 
greater p;irt of the diet of the children. 
Tills may be niorcly a passbig fashion 
for tho fickle dame presides over our 
dinners' as vvell as our Ijoudoirs. Vic- 
toria housckeopers will hope that the 
Increase hi the price of bi;ef will not 
extend to tho Pacific i,"oast. Most of 
thorn find that with the exceedingly 
high price of grocerli'S it is hard 
to keep their ttibles well supplied at 
present. Is there any good reason wiiy 
butter, flour and oilier necessaries of 
life should be so high as tliey are this 
KUiiinier-; One cannot help \yoderlng 
wiiether the differeneo between what 
tho producer gets and whtU the con- 
sumer pays for food In this city Is not 
far too great. If this Is not the case, 
and if the transportation companies 
and the grocers only make a fair profit, 
this should be easily demonstrated.

There is 
nothing tho world' adnilre.s moro than 
a person who nils a great position to 
perfection; Queen Ale.vandra comes 
near to the Ideal of womanliness, and 
It Is bv being as simple and tender as 
a woman , can be tliat queens arc ro- 
metnboreil. , , , 

St. Uike'3 Hou.so takes In only those 
sick persons who are near the end of 
a mortal Illness. The house was foilnd- 
ed bv a London physician. Dr. Howard 
Barrett. Wliea MaStha Massey, one of 
the presciilt ' inmateiy "was eleven, her 
.-nother became lU 'wlth tuberculosis. 
Martha inursedo her -mother and took 
care of'«the>«ibtbei!MltlldrQn. .'After her 
mother's death the girl went to work 
In ci fiietor>'. Her father contracted 
the .=ame disease ' and died In St. 
Luke's house. Later, Martha Massey 
her^'elr w.'is admitted. She iiad never 
seen Ihe Queen, and a few days before 
the Queen's visit, unknown to anyone 
but iier.self, she wrote Queen Alex- 
andra a letter. She told tho Queen 
that ■'ibe liud never been able lo see 
her driving through .London, and that 
she was afraid, sipce the Queen was 
going on a long journey, that she might 
not live tn see her at all. Would 
Queen Alexandra come to St. Luke's 
house'.' 

Touclicd by the sincerity of the let- 
ter, tliu Queen .came at a quarter to 
(Ive ono afterho6ii,.'.,wlien, the matron 
had despatched the. lasst of many visit- 
ors, and was sitting down to a cup of 
tea in her own room. The housemaid 
wlio opened tho door recognized tlie 
Queen at once, but for a moment was 
too astonished to spetik. Tlie Queen 
ItKiuired for .Miss Massey and the ma- 
tron took her uii to the ward where 
Martha was. The tjueen thanked tlie 
girl for her letter, made intimate in- 
iiuirles about her concerns, asked If 
silo liad any relatives living, and If 
she wore really hajipy and comfort- 
able In St. Luke's: To all of which 
.Miss .Massey made satisfactory replies. 
The Queen then handed the invalid a 
bunch of Alexandra orchids 'and lilies 
which she was carrying, and told her 
tiiat tho flowers had liecn jiicked for 
her specially from Buckingham Pal.-ico 
garden. Afterwards the Queen visited 
a number df the other patients, and 
gave them roses, promising to come 
back again, "and really sit and have a 
cliat with all of you." 

As she was /ibout to leave liie houso 
the Queen heard a distres.Mliig cough, 
and asked which of the patients It 
was. Li'arning that it was .Miss .Mas- 
sey, the girl who had written to lier, tiie 
Queen sent down to the motor for h<'r 
own special lozenges. She put one of 
them Into the poor Invalid's mouth, 
explained to her how it ought to bo 
dissolved, and then einptled the /rest 
of the lozenges out of the silver box 
liitf^ the patient's liiind. When the 
p.iroNysm of coughing was over, llie 
tiueen laid her hand on the girl's tirm, 
a'tid .salil tentlerly, as .-iny lialf-fright- 
ened, wliolly-pltylng woman might, 
"Oil, my dear, do you really think you 
are going to die'.'" To wlileh ."Miss 
.Massev an.-'wer"il that she was not 
frightened. 'I'hen the Queen added, 
eompleilng her e-eiitle. example of \vo- 
:nanllness, "Coming lo see you, my, 
child, has done me more good than 
many :i, sermon." It Is iiard on ser- 
mons, hut people who attend church 
regularl.v, as tho Queen does, have 
been known sometimes U) say the same 
thing. Queen Alexandra did only 
what millions of oth,er women would 
h.'ive -done. But tho story of the 
Queen's visit to St. Luke's House may 
be remembered as long as good Queen 
Philllppa's prayer for tho people of 
Calais. It is long since a little story 
of .a loving heart.haa gone so quickly 
over a great'' emplire; . ,

The barge Two Brother.'', an hi:aoric 
old craft and one- lime tea ellpr.t-r, was 
towed to i)ovl ycKlordny inru-nl'.ig from 
Tacoma by Uio lug I'ilot and liaul.id 
out on the ways of the Vietcjria ^Ma- 
chiner.v depot for a general overhaul- 
ing; The Two Brothers is the Urst 
7craft of any size hauled out .since tlio 
'disastrous lire of Uttlo more than two 
^weeks ago./at ■ the Victoria 'Machinery 
depot. Since then now machinery liu.s 
,been secured and the plant is being 
.'Improved, ana work is already going 
on with vigor, 

Capt. WlTla of the Two Brothers wan 
inaster of the British bark Melanopo 
when that vessel was lost off the Co- 
umbla river two years ago. The Mcl- 
anope was thrown on her beam end In 
11 lieavy gale and was abandoned. She 
was afterward picked up by the .steam- 
er Northland in a badly wreelced con- 
dition, the owners of the tueamer ri;- 
eovoritig salvage for bringin.g tl;e Siaric 
to port. The Idclanope was afterward 
sold and converted Into a barge. 

Tho bark Two Brother.'? now a conl 
hulk, was a notable vessel. She wuh at 
'.ma time a famous old China tea clip- 
per. Slie was built in Karmlngdale, 
:Mc'., in 18CS. Shortly after her launch-

Built, for., speed and manned 
by men wbo<were nniasters in their pro- 
fession, the- Qia-tirae" sailln'er ships built 
up a commerce: with China. Of this 
great' fleet of 'old sailing-ships in uso 
in those days, scarcely any remain, 
Most of the old .vessels have been con- 
verted to barges or iiave boon lost.

of his watch. A number of Sweden 
got u hand cur and wont down to Jew- 
ell's camp, where they charged the 
murdered man and another named 
KoUy with taking the watehl The ae 
cusation was furiously denied, and : 
rough and tumble fight started bi- 
Iween Rooney, Bergeon, Nelson an. 
Luiul, in which it is not denied that 
tlie Swedes kicked tho Irishman. 

When Bergeon and Nelson were 
pulled off rtoonoy the latter lay limp 
and <iuite unconscious on tlie ground. 
He was carried Into the bunk house 
and left there, apparently without as- 
sistance or medical treatment. On 
Thursday last he was conveyed to the 
Cratibroolv hospital, where he died 011 
the following morning.

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STRAWBERRIES WORK 
STILL LOWER IN PRICE 

'Luscious Fruit Now Retailing 
^i-. at Ten Cents Per v; ■ 
Box " ■ •■ 



The heavy iirrlvtils of strawberries on 
the. local m'arket lias had tho uxpected 
ortect, ■ prices worklntj to a still lou-cr 
level, during tliu past wi'ok, yesterday's 
llguro belntr 10 cents per box with an 
apparently liberal supply at that price. 
Tho quality of thu arrivals has been ex- 
cellent, in fact, better than usual. 
Wbilft dealers. 9tate that -for tho ^ablu 
varieties' the, ijrlco rls not "Ulcely 'to go 
any lower, tho preserving variety will 
Bell still lower than at present as there 
will be a consklorablo supply of ber- 
ries of good preserving (juallty still 
to comt> In. The arrivals so far this 
;ycar ha.vo been remarkably fine both 
(IS to 'flavor and size and indicate that 
early predictions regnrdlnK this year's 
crop were quite correct. 

Local cherries uro also coming on 
tho market and are retailing at lifteen 
cents per pound. They are somewhat 
small as yet but this Is always the 
case with ' the ilrst shipments. Later 
tho fruit will arrive in better condition 
l)Oth as to size and quaUty, and prices 
are expected to work loiver. 

Nut meg niplons from Cnlifornln ar- 
rived on the last bout and are selling 
at from five to twenty cents each ac- 
cording to size. 

In about ten days' time Oregon uprl 
cots are expectotl In, when there will 
be a liberal supply of this fruit for 
preserving purpo.ses. As a rule tho 
Irult arrive;; in one liirgf! shipment and 
is rajjidly taken up so lliat those who 
are not early in the market fall to 
secure a supply. This year's crop is 
said to bo exceptionally bejivy and re- 
ceipts here will bo more liberal than 
usual. 

Local now potatoes arc now arriving 
in larger ciuantltics and retail at four 
pounds for twonty-llve cents. Old po- 
tatoes are about cleaned up, but a 
verV small number of the Ashcroft 
variety being now on tho market at 
pjrices which liavo prevailed for some 
time past. Iiocal hot house tomatoes 
are a shade lower In price, now selling 
at twenty cents per pound, or tlireo 
pounds for flfty cents.

As was ■ expected butter, that is tho 
creamery product,, has shown .a firniar 
tone and while the price is still the 
same as that of a week ago, thlrty-nve 
cents per pound, dealers state that it 
will soon advance to forty cents. Tin; 
creamery output is becoming restricted 
.Willie tho demand continues strong, but 
.larger shipments.- are , looked . tor. Irom 
'tho. oa^t In" tinie to make up for any 
deficiency In the home production. 

Fresh eggs Iiave also shown a strong- 
er tendency. In fact prices have ad- 
vanced to thirty-llvo cents, being five 
cents per dozen more than a week 
aK9,' and, a still further, advance to forty 
. 'cents ^ f or -"the .strictly freslf article' is 
looked for by local dealers. Prices at 
this time of year always .advance and 
from now on a steadily stronger tone 
to the eg.g market can be looked for.
